ENVIRONMENT MINISTER ACCEPTS NEW HIGHWAY 6 
ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT 


The Ministry of Transportation’s environmental assessment for the new Highway 6 
from Hamilton to Caledonia has been accepted, Wentworth East MPP Mark Morrow 
announced today on behalf of Environment Minister Ruth Grier. The proposed new Highway 
6 is designed to be a six-lane, fully grade-separated and divided rural freeway. 


This notice of acceptance is not an approval. It means that the environmental 
assessment document is complete and contains sufficient information for the minister to 
decide whether or not to approve the project. 


The project is now entering a second review period during which anyone who 
previously made a written submission has until Oct. 6, 1992 to request an environmental 
hearing. After this additional revicw period, the Minister will make one of the following 
choices: approve the project, approve the project with conditions, reject the project or require 
an Environmental Assessment Board hearing. 


"This project will help the Hamilton region deal with its population growth and 
provide the needed infrastructure to manage its future economic activity,” Mr. Morrow said.

MMENDATION 


The Task Force unanimously recommends that the Regional Chairmen: 


Ly: 


Confirm the regional, national, and international importance of Pearson International 
(LBPIA) in terms of economic activity, employment and airline operation as a gateway 
to North America, world trade and as Canada's major hub airport. 


Confirm the competitive importance of establishing an LAA for the continued economic 
and social development of the six regions of the GTA and for enhancing economic 
growth in all sectors. 


Confirm the importance of an LAA for the community by enabling local views and 
concerns regarding airport operations to be more effectively represented and addressed. 


Communicate the urgency for the establishment of an LAA Board as soon as possible, 
and the necessity for LAA involvement in the current Federal proposals for terminal 
renovation and runway improvements at LBPIA. In this regard the Federal and 
Provincial Governments should be notified of the progress to date. 


Support the incorporation of the non-profit LAA Corporation by way of enabling 
Provincial legislation, and in this connection notify the Province of the urgency of 
having this legislation in place before the end of 1992. 


Adopt the composition of the LAA Board ("The Board") of 15 members to be by 
appointment as follows: 


a) Ten members to be appointed by the five Regional Councils. 
¢ Each Regional Council to appoint two members, of which one must be a 
nominee from that Region's Boards of Trade/Chambers of Commerce, and/or 
the business community of that Region. 
* To ensure continuity on The Board, each Regional Council shall initially 
appoint one member for a two year period and one for a three year term, but 
thereafter appointments will be for three year terms. 


b) Five members at large to be appointed by the Board.

¢ The ten members of The Board appointed by the Regional Councils to appoint a 
further five members from the community at large to ensure the Board has a 
balanced representation that reflects the community make up and interests. 


¢ These latter five appointments will enable the Board to reinforce the primary 
LAA role which is to promote the economic development advantages of the 
Greater Toronto Region, and will reflect sectors of interest including: 


- tourism 
- labour 
- distribution and cargo industry 
- finance 
- airline industry 
“ay - manufacturing 


and other sectors as appropriate. 


¢ Again to ensure continuity, two of the initial five appointments will be for two 
years, three will be for three years, and all further appointments thereafter will 
be for three year terms. 


Confirm that: 


a) The LAA must have as its initial and primary focus the orderly transfer of those 
airport facilities that are currently under Transport Canada jurisdiction and subject to 
the Federal airport transfer policy; this to be primarily and firstly LBPIA. 


b) The additional mandate for the LAA to be to negotiate for the integration of other 
regional and municipal airports with the LAA or alternative LAA management 
structure. First priority must be the Island Airport and Buttonville Airport. 


c) The LAA must recognize that the region is served by an airport system. The 
negotiations with the Federal Government must therefore allow for the eventual 
funding required to operaté the airport system and individual airports within the 
system. 


Submit this report to their respective Regional Councils for endorsement and referral to 
the local Municipalities for approval. 


Commence the nomination process with the appropriate bodies with the timing to be 
such that the nominations to The Board should be in place before the end of November 
Loo7. 


Approve the continuation of the Task Force secretariat on its present basis until further 
arrangements can be made following the appointment of The Board membership. The 
secretariat will support the nomination process and call the first meeting of The Board, 
but may require further funding and staff. 


Recognize the efforts to date of the GTA Boards of Trade and Chambers of Commerce, 
and encourage their ongoing efforts to promote the establishment of the regional LAA. 


Accept that with the submission of this report, the work of the Task Force is completed 


but that the Task Force will continue to be available at the call of the Regional Chairmen 
to support the initiative until the nominations for The Board are completed.

Further the Task Force submits for consideration the following: 


1. The interim name of the LAA to be the "Pearson International and Greater 
Toronto Airports Authority." 


2. The LAA Board may have to be constituted as the negotiating group until the initial 
negotiations with the Federal Government for the transfer of Pearson have been 
concluded at which time the Board could be confirmed by the appointing bodies. 


BACKGROUND 
LAA TASK FORCE MANDATE 


The Task Force was established by the Regional Chairmen and is made up of one business 
person from each of the five Regions. It is served by a secretariat working out of the 
Economic Development Division of the Metropolitan Toronto Chairman's office, and 
includes representatives of the other regions and area Boards of Trade/Chambers of 
Commerce. 


The Task Force terms of reference were: 


¢ To review the current LAA initiatives and to propose an appropriate structure to meet the 
Federal airport transfer guidelines and to provide the best model for representing the 
local community interests; 


¢ To obtain the views of local business and community interests; 


¢ To liaise with the Provincial GTA office to ensure their views are understood and 
considered; 


¢ To clarify the importance of the establishment of an LAA for the Greater Toronto Area to 
serve the competitive needs of the region; and 


¢  Toreport back to the Regional Chairmen as soon as possible. 
FEDERAL LEGISLATION 


In April 1987 the Government announced a new and challenging approach to airport 
management in Canada. This approach included the transfer of federal airport operations to 
Local Airport Authorities (LAA's). The nature of these authorities are to be non-profit and 
representative of community groups, specifically business oriented. 


This transfer process is in place and four LAA's are now in operation (Vancouver, 
Edmonton, Calgary and Montreal), with a further ten cities in negotiation. 


The relevant background material on the transfer process and negotiation basis is available, 
together with the details of the steps and procedures to be followed. At the outset it has been 
assumed by the Task Force that the Toronto Region must proceed to form an LAA given the 
Government legislation and corresponding changes in Transport Canada. This is the way 
major airports will in future be operated in Canada. 


The economic benefits and community opportunities that LAA's offer their region have been 
extensively reviewed and a summary has been included in the background material.

LAA INITIATIVES IN TORONTO 


The Toronto Region began in 1988 to move towards an LAA with initiatives by the Regions 
and the Province, culminating in the release in September 1990 of the report to the GTA 
Heads of Council. These initiatives were not advanced at that time, but were picked up again 
in early 1992 when, with the co-operation of the Office of the GTA, a non-profit Corporation 
was formed termed the South Central Ontario Airports Authority (SCOAA). This was 
incorporated with a board of 12 prominent business people with the intention of moving 
towards the establishment of an LAA for the region. The details of this initiative are available 
in background reference material. 


As a result of some concerns expressed about the way SCOAA came into existence, and 
about its representation basis, a second initiative was commenced by several of the Boards of 
Trade, and Chambers of Commerce in the region, headed by the Mississauga Board. This 
second initiative, although not incorporated, is named the Pearson Regional Airports 
Corporation (PRAC). Over the summer months of 1992, several GTA Boards and 
Chambers made presentations on their LAA initiatives to the regional chairs, to the GTA 
mayors and to other GTA Boards and Chambers. Individual deputations to regional and 
municipal councils were made by supporters of this initiative and have resulted in municipal 
resolutions supporting in principle the formation of a Toronto regional LAA. Details of this 
initiative are also given in the background reference material. 


In order to address certain concerns, reconcile the two initiatives and maintain the momentum 
of the work towards the formation of an LAA, the Regional Chairmen, meeting in July of 
this year, established this Task Force. 


APPROACH 


The Task Force recognized the urgency of this work and therefore focused on the essential 
issues, which were identified as: 


¢ the makeup of the LAA Board and its representation of the concerns and interests of the 
regional community; 

¢ the area and number of airports the LAA could be expected to address in the initial 
stages; 

¢ — the legislation, funding and staffing required until the LAA was fully operational; 

* the process by which support for the proposed LAA could be unified and endorsed by 
involved Municipalities and Boards/Chambers. 


The subject of airports and their transfer to local management covers a wide area and the Task 
Force had to be selective in its efforts. It should be understood that the LAA formation will 
involve important issues of a legal, financial, and technical nature. This report does not 
attempt to deal with these matters, which will be addressed in the ongoing work towards the 
LAA by the secretariat. 


Also the restricted time has allowed only limited interaction between the Task Force and the 
community groups. However, the Task Force members and staff support have maintained 
open contact with local concerns and the proposed approval procedure will allow comment 
and input through the municipalities. 


This report is briefly summarizing the findings of the Task Force, giving the rationale for the 
positions taken, and placing recommendations and further considerations before the Regional 
Chairmen. 


THE TASK FORCE PR ALS FOR AN LAA 
REPRESENTATION 


As outlined by the federal transfer guidelines, the LAA cannot have political representation 
and it must truly reflect the wider community interests. The more broad based the LAA 
membership is, the more effective it will be in responding to the economic and social 
opportunities available to the community. 


The possible nominating agencies were identified as: 


¢ the five regions (with Hamilton-Wentworth being a potential sixth at a future date); 
¢ — local host municipalities 

¢ Boards of Trade and Chambers of Commerce 

¢ special sectors of interest such as industry, unions and the airlines. 


No practical advantage is seen in having direct nomination from professional bodies as some 
members could be expected to have their own professional backgrounds. 


To ensure an equitable representation, the proposal to give each Regional Council two 
positions to nominate was eventually accepted because it avoided any potential bias between 
Regions. It was concluded the business interests of each Region would be represented by 
having one of these two persons nominated either by the Boards of Trade or Chambers of 
Commerce collectively in the Region, or the general business community if this was so 
desired by the Regional Councils. In this structure the Regional Councils can choose how 
they can best nominate their second representative. 


In looking at the experience and skills needed for the Board of an LAA, the Task Force was 
guided by the existing LAA's, particularly that at Edmonton which has additional “at large" 
appointments made by the Board itself. This mechanism allows the Board to take on 
members with expertise and knowledge that may not otherwise be nominated to the Board, 
and so achieve a balanced Board membership in terms of skills and background. To make 
this clearer, the Task Force has set out the sectors of interest that should have representation 
onthe LAA. These areas include the unions, the airline industry, the distribution and cargo 
industry, the financial sector, manufacturing and the tourism industry. 


SCOPE AND AREA FOR THE LAA 


The Province has identified the Southern Ontario airport system as including the six regions. 
Aircraft movements in this Toronto Region are handled through some twelve airports which 
together can be treated as an airport system. An LAA that covered these airports could 
maximize and optimize their use to achieve the most effective balance between aviation 
facilities and travel demand throughout the region. Regional and municipal airports, notably 
Buttonville and Toronto Island, serve specific niche markets that must be maintained and 
enhanced. The varying ownership and financial viability of each airport will be taken into 
account and may necessitate alternate management structures. The Port Authority of New 
York which operates the three airports in NYC and the Bnitish Airports Authority (BAA) 
which operates the three airports in London provide examples of a successful regional 
approach to airports. 

The Task Force therefore supports the ultimate concept of a regional LAA previously 
endorsed by the GTA Heads of Councils. 


The full mandate for the LAA is the integration of all the regional and municipal airports 
within the GTA. The primary mandate will focus on Pearson but the wider mandate will 
require negotiations be undertaken individually with the secondary airports, once the LAA is 
established and negotiations have begun to secure the operation and management of LBPIA. 


The primary mandate of the LAA has to be to gain the orderly transfer of those airport 
facilities that are under the jurisdiction of Transport Canada, and are included within the 
airport transfer policies. This stage must begin with LBPIA. The additional mandate of the 
LAA should be to commence negotiations for the orderly transfer of the other airports within 
the Region. This must be done in a phased manner and with the recognition that there is no 
assurance that “best efforts” will succeed in every instance. 


While there can be no guarantee that all the airports can be brought under one LAA, there are 
many options to explore that could allow greater co-operation and yet have local management 
continue. However, it will be important that the negotiations for LBPIA be undertaken on 
the assumption that a systems wide LAA will eventually be achieved and that therefore 
funding requirements for these other airports must be considered in the negotiations with 
Transport Canada. 


INCORPORATION 


It is the understanding of the Task Force that the Province is preparing enabling legislation 
for the incorporation of LAA's. After reviewing the experience in Alberta, for both Calgary 
and Edmonton, where provincial legislation was used, the Task Force has concluded that the 
use of Provincial enabling legislation is the preferred route for incorporation. Its use will 
depend on the timing of the legislation's approval but it is hoped that this can be achieved as a 
matter of urgency. 


IMMEDIATE NEXT STEPS 


The immediate objective in progressing towards an LAA is to gain endorsement for the LAA 
structure. To this end it is suggested that the following steps be considered by the Regional 
Chairmen: 


a) Adoption of this report, with amendments as required, by the Regional Chairmen. 

b) Transmission of this adopted report to the Regional Councils for endorsement and 
referral to local municipalities, with the expectation for rapid approval and 
commencement of the nomination process. 

c) Notify Federal and Provincial Governments of progress and request the Province to 
have enabling LAA legislation in place as soon as possible. 

d) Arrange for the necessary funding and staffing for the ongoing work of the LAA 
secretariat. This may require the early appointment of a CEO. 


Further work will have to be given early consideration, including the opening of discussions 
with the Federal Agencies with regard to the base case for LBPIA, and the LAA involvement 
with the present Federal proposals at LBPIA.

FINANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


Sufficient funds exist within the Traffic Department’s budget for sign erection on 
Regional roads to make the necessary signing changes. 
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BACKGROUND: 
A. Source of Request 


At the 1992 June 11 meeting of the Hamilton-Wentworth Regional Airport Management 
Board, the Transportation Services Committee was requested to review the establishment 
of a truck route consisting of "Fiddler's Green Road, from the intersection of Fiddler's 
Green and Highway 53, Butter Road, Airport Road and Glancaster Road, to Carluke 
Road in the Town of Ancaster, with the appropriate signage”. 


B. History 


Virtually all Regional roads in Hamilton-Wentworth are truck routes. Regional Council 
on 1987 October 26 confirmed this with a recommendation that "Regional roads should 
not be permanently removed from the truck route system, unless there are exceptional 
circumstances, and only when the local municipality has indicated a willingness to assume 
the road". However, at the same Regional Council meeting, Fiddler's Green Road, 
Butter/Airport Road and Glancaster Road were removed from the truck route system, 
on a temporary basis. The logic was that the situation on Fiddler's Green Road and 
Airport Road was considered to be unique in that these roads were serving as a de facto 
Highway 6 bypass. The truck volumes measured on these roadways at that time were 
found to be unusually high in comparison to other two-lane rural Regional truck routes. 


The ultimate solution for the situation on Fiddler's Green Road is the construction of 
Highway 6 (New). This road will provide a direct route from Highway 403 to Highway 6 
at Caledonia, thereby bypassing Fiddler’s Green Road. As an interim solution, Fiddler’s 
Green Road and the other roads were removed from the truck route system. 


C. Advantages of Reinstating Fiddler’s Green, Butter/Airport and Glancaster Roads 


The route as chosen allows truck access to the cargo entrance of the airport from the 
intersection of Airport Road and Glancaster Road as the shortest distance from a truck 
route. From the intersection of Fiddlers Green Road and Highway 403, access to 
Hamilton Airport via Fiddler’s Green Road is substantially shorter (several kilometres) 
and substantially faster (trucking companies estimate 12 minutes) than via Highway 53 

and Highway 6. Earlier requests and complaints from couriers and regular users of the 
airport indicated that due to the longer distance of the Highway 53/Highway 6 route and “ 
due to greater traffic congestion, the Fiddler's Green route was the preferred method of 
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travelling to the Airport. 


The reinstatement of Fiddler's Green Road in the truck route system would serve to 
promote use of Hamilton Airport by providing the most direct access from Highway 403. 


The recommendation from the Airport Management Board does not reinstate all of the 
truck routes that were in place prior to October of 1987. Airport Road from Glancaster 
Road to Highway No. 6 is not to be reinstated, nor is Fiddlers Green Road from Butter 
Road to Carluke Road. While Airport Road is not at present a designated truck route, it 
is the shortest route to the airport from a truck route (Highway 6) and therefore carries 
virtually all truck traffic destined for the airport. With the proposed changes, local 
delivery truck volumes would be reduced, but not eliminated, on Airport Road from 
Highway 6 to the airport. By not reinstating a portion of Airport Road through truck 
trips would continue to be prohibited on Airport Road through the village of Mount 
Hope. 


D. Disadvantages of the Proposed Reinstated Truck Route 


With the proposed truck route in place, the closest point on a truck route to the airport 
cargo entrance (known as driveway #4) is the intersection of Airport Road and 
Glancaster Road. In order for trucks on Highway 6 to follow Airport Road through 
Mount Hope (the alternative is a circuitous route of up to 5 kilometres more), the 
airport destination must be driveway #3 or the main terminal entrance (driveway #2), 
which are closer to Highway 6 than to Glancaster Road. The airport management will be 
requested to work with trucking companies to ensure that they comply with the truck 
route regulations. This is not perceived to be a major problem as most truck traffic for 
Hamilton Airport originates on Highway 403: 


The reinstated truck route is expected to increase the volume of heavy truck traffic on 
those sections of road which were previously removed from the truck route system. 
From Highway 403 and Fiddler’s Green Road to the intersection of Whitechurch Road 
and Highway 6, the proposed route would be provide a "short cut” for through trucks. 
The short cut would not be as obvious as the routes available prior to 1987, nor is it as 
direct. Nonetheless, the route is still substantially faster than the Highway 6/53 route. 
The roads in question are typically bounded by agricultural and sparsely spaced 
residential land uses. However, there is a small community of homes on Whitechurch 
Road immediately west of Highway No. 6 and this group of homes is most likely to be 
affected by the increased truck traffic. Whitechurch Road at this point is designated as a 
truck route. In order to promote the airport and to discourage the use of this truck 
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route by through truck traffic, it is proposed that the truck route signing at Highway 53 
and Fiddlers Green Road will be signed "Airport Access”. 


E. Future of Highway 6 (New) 


The environmental assessment process for Highway 6 (New) has successfully passed a 
major step and the final approvals may soon be completed. The Ministry of 
Transportation is apparently considering the schedule for Highway 6 New construction as 
a fairly high priority. The first phase of construction would be from Highway 403 to 
Highway 6 south of the airport. Thus, it would appear that there is a clear possibility 
that effects of through truck traffic will be diminished within the foreseeable future when 
truck traffic transfers to Highway 6 (New). 


F. Town of Ancaster/Township of Glanbrook Review 


The Council of the Town of Ancaster, on 1992 August 17, resolved not to support the & 
Airport Management Board routing request. 


The Council of Township of Glanbrook, on 1991 July 21, voted in favour of supporting 
the proposed routing. 


G. Conclusions 


Fiddlers Green Road, Butter/Airport Road and Glancaster Road are typical two-lane 
rural Regional roads. These are similar to most other rural trick routes in the Region 
and there is no reason, based on roadway design and the posted speed limits, that trucks 
should not be allowed on these roads. 


_ The proposed truck route. changes create a slightly circuitous route for through trips from 

Highway 403 to Highway 6 south of Mount Hope. This will act to discourage some 
through traffic, but overall truck volumes will increase on Fiddler's Green Road, 
Butter/Airport Road, Glancaster Road and Whitechurch Road. It is anticipated that 
some through truck traffic movements will be discouraged through the use of eon 
Access” signing. 


Truck volumes will be reduced on Airport Road from Highway 6 to the airport. e 
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The proposed route will require trucks accessing the airport from Highway 6 to use only 
Driveways #2 and #3 in order to comply with the regulations. Trucks from Highway 6 
wishing to directly access the cargo entrance will be required to follow an indirect route. 


The economic health of the Hamilton Airport is dependant in part on truck access which 
is expeditious, and which is perceived to be expeditious. For these reasons, it is 
recommended that the Truck Route Sub-Committee support the recommendation of the 
Airport Management Board. ‘*

In response to your verbal request for further justification on the above- ( 
mentioned, please be advised of the following. 


Due to the availability of only one general telephone line for the firehall and the 
maintenance garage, the telephone messages are not being passed on and in most 
cases it is a matter of who will answer the telephone first, in anticipation that 
the other person will answer. Many times in the past, the telephone line has 
been tied up and other calls to the firehall are not able to be made. This would 
not be a problem if there was a central switchboard (admin. office) to transfer 
calls to the appropriate section or a dedicated general line provided for each 
section. An external telephone ringer is required for the firehall apparatus area 
in order to hear the telephone when working in rear storage room while office 
doors are closed. 


An early response to this request for additional funding would be appreciated.

FINANCIAL/S TAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


The financial benefits of the proposal will be addressed within each submission. The document has 
been reviewed by Legal Services staff. 


BACKGROUND: 


Development of Lot C-13 (former Intact lands) has been the subject of keen interest. Numerous 
inquiries have been received by staff as to potential development opportunities. 


In June 1992, the Airport Management Board received a presentation by Economic Development 
staff outlining the status of various projects at and around Hamilton Airport. At the last Board 
meeting, staff were requested to prepare a formal Request For Proposals (RFP) to to develop C-13. 


The attached RFP outlines general conditions for the proposal call, the conditions for receipt and 
acceptance of the RFP, the purpose, eligibility conditions, scope of the RFP’s, criteria for proposal 
evaluation, timing of selection, and review considerations. Maps illustrating the site in question, as 
well as overall development plans for the Airport are also included. 


Prior to marketing the RFP, the document should be forwarded to Transport Canada for review and 
comments. Any major deviation from the current RFP will be brought back to the Airport 
Management Board prior to changes being incorporated. 


It is suggested that the RFP be advertised in the Hamilton Spectator, Globe and Mail, and 
appropriate Aviation publications. Staff will also forward copies of the RFP directly to firms which 
have expressed an interest in this site. To date, seventeen firms have expressed an interest in Lot 
C-13. 


An issue to be resolved during deliberation of the proposal evaluation is the responsibility for 
constructing apron facilities over Lot C-12 to gain access to Lot C-13. Further, the previous lessee 
(Intact) had agreed to pay an additional $200,000 for the water and sewer service along Airport 
Road. The source of funds for this expenditure requires clarification to ensure that monies received 
a credited to the correct accounts. 


To expedite the proposal evaluation it is suggested that a staff committee be established to review 
the proposals and submit a short list of up to three concepts for review by the Airport Management 
Board. The Board’s recommended proposal will be forwarded to Regional Council for consideration 
and approval.

BACKGROUND: 


At its last meeting the Airport Management Board discussed the issue of protocol for media 
relations. The Board requested that a report be brought back concerning the status of the 
Code of Conduct portion of the By-law which established the Airport Management Board. 


As you may recall, members of the Board expressed concerns over the Code of Conduct as 
it is presently written. A sub-committee was founded to review this matter with the 
assistance of the Legal Services Department. 


Attached is a memorandum prepared by Brian Loreto, Assistant Corporate Counsel for the 
Region. The report indicates that, unlike the Vancouver Airport Authority after which the 
Code of Conduct was patterned, the Airport Management Board is considered a Local 
Board under Municipal Legislation. Consequently, the rules and procedures set out in The 
Municipal Conflict of Interest Act takes precedence over those established by Municipal By- 
law. Therefore, it is proposed that Board members adhere to the rules and procedures set 
out in The Municipal Conflict of Interest Act, a copy of which is enclosed for your 
information. 


It is important to note that draft Provincial Legislation has been circulated which would 
allow a municipality to establish codes of conduct for its own members. Therefore, it is 
proposed that no changes be instituted at this time until the draft legislation is finalized and 
passed. The Code of Conduct Sub-committee could then review the legislation and 
recommend appropriate changes to the Airport Management Board’s present guidelines.

CODE OF CONDUCT 


This opinion is given to assist you in the preparation of a report on the above-captioned 
matter. 


The Municipal Conflict of Interest Act establishes the rules and procedures to be followed 
by a member of a municipal council or of a local board, such as the Hamilton Region 
Airport Management Board, where the member has a direct or indirect pecuniary interest 
in any matter before a meeting of the council or the local board at which the member is 
present. 


Attached is a copy of this Act. 


In general, where the member has either a direct or indirect pecuniary interest, the member 
is required: 


1) prior to any consideration of the matter at the meeting, to disclose the 
interest and its general nature; 


2) not to take part in the discussion of, or vote on any question in respect of the 
matter; and 
3) not to attempt in any way whether before, during or after the meeting to 


influence the voting on any such question. 


“ 


Where the meeting is being held in camera, the member is also required to leave 
immediately the meeting or the part of the meeting during which the matter is under 
consideration. 


According to Section 15 of the Act, if there is conflict between the Municipal Conflict of 
Interest Act and any other Act, the Municipal Conflict of Interest Act prevails. 


The legislative authority for the Code of Conduct for members of the Airport Management 
Board is not found in the Municipal Conflict of Interest Act. 


Instead, Section 11 of the Regional Municipalities Act enables the Regional Council to pass - 
by-laws for governing the proceedings of the Regional Council and any of its committees, 
the conduct of its*members and the calling of meetings. 


In my view, however, the purpose of Section 11 is to allow the Regional Council to enact 
a procedural by-law to govern meetings of the Regional Council and its committees, not to 
regulate the conduct of its members on matters in the nature of conflict of interest and 
ethical behaviour. 


(In view of the wording of Section 11, there is the additional concern of, even if Section 11 
permits the Regional Council to regulate conflict of interest, whether the Council may do 
so for a local board like the Airport Management Board, because the Board is not a 
“committee" of the Council.) 


(The legislative authorities for the establishment of the Airport Management Board, namely, 
Section 207 (10) of the Municipal Act and Section 136 (1) of the Regional Municipalities 
Act, are silent on the question of conflict of interest and ethical behaviour.) 


(Unlike area municipalities, the Regional Council cannot take advantage of Section 102 of 
the Municipal Act, which permits an area or local municipal council to pass such by-laws 
and make such regulations for the health, safety, morality and welfare of the inhabitants of 
the municipality not specifically provided for by the Municipal Act as may be deemed 
expedient and are not contrary to law.) 


Further, the Supreme Court of Canada has held in the New Brunswick case of Regina vy, 
Wheeler that a general authorization for adopting procedures to be followed at council 
meetings would not appear to be a sufficient basis to support a municipal by-law governing 
conflict of interest. 


Finally, there is the direction established by Section 15 of the Municipal Conflict of Interest 
Act, mentioned above. In my view, the Conduct of Conduct may conflict with the Act, 
because it creates a higher standard of conduct. 


Accordingly, in my view, the effect of the Board’s Code of Conduct is, at most, to establish 


guidelines to assist the Board members in the performance of their duties. There is doubt 
whether these guidelines are enforceable in the same way as the rules and procedures set 
out in the Municipal Conflict of Interest Act clearly are. 


This concern has been recognized by the Municipal Conflict of Interest Consultation 
Committee established by the Ministry of Municipal Affairs, In its July, 1991 Report the 
Committee, in response to arguments made to it, recommended:

28. 


That the Municipal Conflict of Interest Act be amended to permit a municipal 
council, by by-law, and a school board or local board, by resolution, to 
establish higher and additional standards of conduct with respect to the duty 
of a member which are consistent with the purposes of the Municipal Conflict 
of Interest Act. 


By-laws and resolutions for the establishment of higher and additional 
standards would be filed with the [recommended] Municipal Conflict of 
Interest Commission and with the municipal clerk or appropriate school or 
local board official. 


That the enforcement provisions of the Municipal Conflict of Interest apply 
to the additional standards of conduct for members adopted by a local 
government body. 


Following the Committee’s Report, the Ministry of Municipal Affairs prepared and 
circulated draft legislation for a new Municipal Conflict of Interest Act. Section 26 of the 
draft Act reads:

(4) 


A municipality or local board may, with the approval of the [Municipal 
Conflict of Interest] Commissioner [appointed under Section 22 of the Act, 
pass by-laws to establish its own standards of conduct for members and 
advisors regarding conflict of interest. 


The by-law establishing the standards of conduct shall be filed with the 
Commissioner. 


In the event of a discrepancy between a by-law and this Act, the more 
stringent standard of conduct prevails. 


Sections 9 to 14 and 24 [of the Act] apply, with necessary modifications, to the 
enforcement of conduct established under this section. 


In light of the above, there is merit in continuing the Subcommittee established by the 
Board to review the Board’s Code of Conduct, with a view towards: 


(1) examining the Code to determine whether it complies with the proposed new 
Municipal Conflict of Interest Act and what additional or higher standards 
have been created by the Code; . 

(2) identifying any discrepancies, inconsistencies and loopholes in the Code and 
eliminating them; and 


(3) if the proposed new Municipal Conflict of Interest Act is passed by the 
Legislature and the office of Municipal Conflict of Interest Commissioner is 
established, submitting the Code to the Commissioner for his or her approval.

BACKGROUND: 


Staff visited the cargo and passenger facilities in Miami and Fort Lauderdale and met with 
the companies that will be providing the equipment for winter and summer charter service 
from Hamilton Airport. 


AvAtlantic Inc., a Fort Lauderdale based air charter company will be providing equipment 
for Sun Trek Holidays Ltd. flights program to Las Vegas, Orlando and St. Petersburg. The 
company is in the process of remodelling the aircraft to accommodate 165 passengers. 
There are two planes which are available providing back-up and support in the event of 
technical problems. Staff were assured that the initial flights for October 22, 1992 are on 
schedule. 


Dash Airlines International will be providing MD-80 and MD-83 equipment to support the 
wholesale charter program initiated by Wings International Ltd. They are targeting the 
programs to start in early December of 1992 to; Atlantic City, Orlando, Fort Meyers and 
exploratory routes to the Caribbean Islands of Antigua, Aruba and/or Jamaica. These 
flights are currently being established by Wings International and En Route Holidays out 
of Toronto. The latter firm is a well established wholesale travel company.

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Staff discussed, with both companies, the possibility of initiating a summer schedule program 
to serve Western Canada, i.e., Hamilton-Winnipeg/Edmonton and ultimately Vancouver. 
Both are interested this service and have agreed to make their equipment available should 
the market warrant utilization of such service. 


The Airports of Miami and Fort Lauderdale share the cargo/courier markets. Miami 
handles most of the heavy and long distance haulage, and Fort Lauderdale handles lighter, 
shorter range movements. The fixed base operation and corporate centres are up-to-date 
modern facilities and are the type of structures that are targeted and would be an asset for 
Hamilton Airport. 


The major cargo/courier handlers expressed a certain degree of dissatisfaction with Pearson 
International Airport, but none were prepared to make any commitment towards Hamilton 
until the facilities meeting their needs are constructed, i.e. hangars, maintenance, 
warehousing, cold storage facilities, etc. Development of such facilities will have to be 
undertaken to demonstrate the availability of facilities prior to the establishment of this type 
of business.

BACKGROUND: 


The Hamilton Airport Budget Exception Report for the period ending September 30, 1992 is 
being forwarded to this Board pursuant to Regional Finance Policy. 


In 1992, Regional Council approved of a total budget for the airport in the amount of 
$1,745,020. Transport Canada agreed with the proposed budget which provided for a subsidy 
of $848,420. The difference of $896,600 is the projected revenue. 


Transport Canada has reconsidered its deletion of certain items in the Airport Operation & 
Maintenance Budget and now have provided an additional $65,800 to carry out these works. 
This increase consists of a decrease of $5,500 in ERS equipment (ie. computer, fitness 
equipment, etc.), an increase of $5,300 for Repairs - Runway Surfaces (runway painting), an 
increase of $5,000 for Repairs - Air Conditioning (replacement of an air conditioning 
compressor), an increase of $5,000 for Travel (Airport Manager Competition), an increase of 
$6,000 for Property Appraisals (property appraisals for land rental purposes), an increase of 
$25,000 for Encroachment Survey and an increase of $25,000 for Runway Crackfilling. We are 
in agreement with this increase. Therefore, the approved Operation and Maintenance Budget 
for the Hamilton Airport is $1,810,820; projected revenues of $896,600, and a Federal Subsidy 
of $914,220.

These figures do not include the Hamilton-Wentworth portion of the non-subsidized airport 
‘budget which is a total of $136,695, with a net cost of $98,295.

You will note on the Summary of Variances of the subsidized budget, that there is a favourable variance 
of $51,330 in the expenditure portion of the budget and an unfavourable variance of $25,965 in the 
revenue portion which indicates a total department unfavourable variance of $25,365. These figures 
have been forwarded to Transport Canada in accordance with their financial reporting procedures, and 
staff will follow up with Transport Canada officials to ensure that the budget variance is accepted. 


In the meantime, airport staff will be reviewing the Operations & Maintenance Budget and make every 
effort to keep the variance to a minimum.

AS in 1992, Transport Canada has directed the Region 
to charge for car parking at Hamilton Airport as other 
airports do.
